General Motors public relations aren’t always 
as good as its cars. 
GM executives occasionally display an ar­ 
rogance to others, an attitude toward the com­ 
pany bordering on reverence, and a public 
welfare viewpoint that is astonishing to say the 
least. 
The late Charley Wilson, a member of P res­ 
ident Eisenhower’s cabinet, often put his foot 
in his mouth during his early days as a gov­ 
ernment official. 
But to his everlasting credit, he learned the 
ropes and was able to overcome the earlier 
handicap of speech and the blind spot in his 
viewpoint that came from long years of General 
Motors training. 
A Senate committee recently produced shock­ 
ing evidence of a gum-shoe operations against 
Ralph Nader, a nationally known safety expert "j 
who has criticized the automobile industry for 
failure to remove hazards to safety in car 
design. Testimony was offered that Nader had 
been harassed by private detectives employed by

f Senators chided General Motors executives 
for this investigation and rightfully pointed out 
that Nader’s private life had no bearing on his 
qualifications as a motor car safety expert. 
The president of the company apologized for it. 
But the chief counsel of the company com­ 
plained in an effort to justify the investigation 
that Nader had the audacity and temerity to ques­ 
tion the safety of General Motors cars—just 
as if there was something sacred about it or 
that it somehow was above criticism . 
If car safety standards in the future are en­ 
forced primarily by federal government regu­ 
lations rather than by voluntary efforts of the 
car makers, it will be because General Motors 
has been too slow to eliminate a blind spot in 
its public relations approach. 
Too many of their executives take one whiff 
of that rarefied air in Detroit and lose touch 
with the best interests of the people who are 
buying their cars. 
General Motors has an enviable record but it 
isn’t infallible. It isn’t always right.

NATIONAL LIBRARY WEEK 1966 
National Library Week will be observed in 
Missouri and throughout the nation April 17-23. 
For the past nine years, more than 65 cooperat­ 
ing organizations have helped call attention to 
our nation’s libraries, their resources and 
needs. 
A recent inventory of library needs was con­ 
ducted by the U.S. Office of Education, and 
the American Library Association. This in­ 
ventory demonstrated that most of the na­ 
tion’s libraries are ill-housed, ill-equipped, 
and poorly staffed. Sixty-nine percent of the pub­ 
lic libraries are below standard in the number 
of volumes in their collections with 97 per cent 
of these libraries failing to meet the standard 
for operating expenses. Conditions in college 
and university libraries are becoming worse. 
Seventy-three per cent of the four year schools 
and 91 per cent of the two year schools do not 
meet basic minimum standards for good library 
service to students and faculty. Two-thirds of 
the nation’s elementary schools do not have 
libraries and the schools that do have libraries 
need to double their present collections to 
meet minimum standards. 
With more emphasis being placed on reading, 
productive use of leisure time and further 
education, the library looms as one of the most 
important institutions in a community for self- 
improvement, entertainment and inspiration. 
National Library Week will be 
observed 
throughout Missouri with essay contests, news­ 
paper stories and features, television and radio 
appearances by literary personalities, author 
luncheons and library open-houses. The climax 
to National Library Week will be a Governor’s 
Conference in Saint Louis on April 23. The fea­ 
tured speaker at this conference will be Harry 
Reasoner, White House Correspondent for the 
Columbia Broadcasting System.

Jeffrey O’Connell, a lawyer with 
experience in automobile ac­ 
cident law, is hopping mad about 
the state of vehicular, safety 
and detexmindd' to tame the 
Detroit tiger.

New York: -• Hijacking is an 
a rt and few are as creative in 
this field as - by his own ad­ 
mission - Johnny Amalfitano. 
On April 11, he pleaded guil­ 
ty in Federal court to planning 
the appropriation, without bene­ 
fit of title, of some 40,000 
transistors from a truck mak­ 
ing the final delivery with the 
shipment, which originated in 
Tokyo. The lot, worth about 
$100,000, had been purchased 
by a Manhattan wholesaler. 
Mr. Amalfitano will be sen­ 
tenced late in May. But this 
will not be the end of the saga 
of a hijacker who picked on the 
wrong truck •• one that could be 
traced. There is social signifi­ 
cance in “ Johnny A.” He is a 
vital discovery because he is the 
provable crim inal link between 
the loosely integrated under­ 
world and the do - it - yourself 
dummy unionism, which 
has 
terrorized small businessmen 
for years in many a megalo­ 
polis. 
Parole officers looking into 
Mr. Amalfitano’s background 
for the benefit of the sentencing 
Judge have discovered that the 
confessor had been virtually a 
one-man labor federation. 
In the opinion of at least one 
witness appearing before 
the 
McClellan 
racket committee, 
“ Mr. A,” had dominated at least 
one local union which had been 
launched by those considered 
the successors to Murder, Inc. 
They are an un^ musing lot 
known as the Gallo Brothers, 
who get a laugh now and then 
between 
gun plays, by dis­ 
sembling as Damon 
Runyan 
characters. 
Mr. Amalfitano apparently 
still has a better head on his 
shoulders. He helped to create 
something called the Federated 
Service Workers Union, a hold­ 
ing company thing which issued 
charters whenever it so pleased 
him.

Manhattan. And a phone —which 
was rarely used.

Some 
of the local unions 
charted by the Federated “ in­ 
ternational” has no headquart­ 
ers. Labor - management con­ 
tracts were signed or business 
was done when “ Mr, A,” ap­ 
peared. 
This always was an ominous 
moment. He had a reputation for 
getting 
action - something 
which hardly was diluted by his 
meeting with a Carmine Lom- 
bardozzi 
in 
a 
“ Jackie’s” 
restaurant some years ago on 
the eve of the chartering of 
still another local. 
Mr. Lombardozzi was one of 
the men at the ill - filmed Apala- 
chin crim e cookout convention 
some eight years ago. Today 
he is quite an affluent member 
of his bet-set. 
Always surrounded by 
this 
aura of might and muscle, Mr, 
Amalfitano had little difflculty 
convincing shop owners and pub 
operators andrestauranteursto 
sign with his complex of unions. 
Each union had a member — 
such as Local 19, Cigarette and 
Coin 
Vending 
Machine Em­ 
ployes; or Laundry W orkers 
Union, Local 12; the Restaurant 
and Cafeteria Employes, Local 
26. “ Mr. A.” had imagination 
to match his muscle. There even 
was a section which was de­ 
signed for bank clerks. 
When some of these went out 
of 
business, 
their 
leaders 
simply got charters in 
some 
legitim ate unions. These locked 
and interlocked with characters 
such as the convicts and 
ex- 
convicts, Tony “ Ducks” Coral- 
lo and Johnny Dio, who has been 
under investigation by one of 
U .S . Atty. Robert Morgenthau’s 
quiet, but hard - working, grand 
juries. 
It is Mr. Morgenthau 
who 
wrapped up the case against Mr. 
Amalfitano and got the guilty 
plea. But his service to the coun­ 
try goes far beyond exposure 
of a hijacking brain. 
Mr. Morgenthau has proven 
that there are steel - like links 
to a network which can operate 
much like a labor movement 
simply because it 
decides to 
proclaim Itself as such, pay a 
few dollars for an engraved 
charter and go into business. 
This is prevalent. 
It is the mark and the shame 
of many cities. As new McClel­ 
lan hearings soon will show, it 
is lucrative for the movement’s 
owners and costly and heart­ 
breaking for its victims. 
Yet there actually is 
no law

H arry Truman accepted a deep 
freeze there has been much d is­ 
cussion of gifts to public offi­ 
cials, but generally the discus­ 
sion has been one-sided. 
It has been about Democratic 
presidents, 
not Republicans; 
and 
about 
members of the 
executive branch of govern­ 
ment, not congressmen. 
The deep freeze, valued at 
about $1,200, was given to Mrs. 
Truman by a Milwaukee con­ 
tracto r in 1946, through HST’s 
m ilitary 
aide, 
Gen. 
Harry 
Vaughan. 
More 
recently, 
a 
stereo set valued at around $800 
was given to President Johnson 
by 
an 
insurance 
salesman 
through a then Senate secretary, 
Bobby Baker. 
Both gifts became the subject 
of Senate inquiries and trem en­ 
dous national interest. The news 
was spalshed all over front 
pages. 
Much greater immunity has 
been given to gifts to members 
of Congress. Almost never do 
they 
investigate 
themselves. 
However, the law applies to 
them as well as to executive 
officials and the courts have 
ruled that gifts must be counted 
as compensation if the recipient 
perform ed any service for them 
either 
before or 
after ac­ 
ceptance. This has been applied 
even to free transporation and 
free vacations. 
The law prohibits a congress­ 
man from accepting compensa­ 
tions “ for any services ren­ 
dered. . .in relations to any 
proceeding, 
contract, 
claim , 
controversy, charge, accusa­ 
tion, arrest, or other m atter” 
before the government. 
DODD’S ROLL CALL 
Neither President Truman nor 
President Johnson 
gave any 
service for their celebrated 
gifts. This has not always been 
true of members of Congress. 
Unquestionably 
the 
most no­ 
torious gift-taker has been Sen. 
Tom 
Dodd, 
D-Conn., 
and a 
check-up on his gifts shows 
that he has sometimes rendered 
service. Incidentally, we do not 
believe the great majority of 
other Senators engaged in this 
practice. Here is part of the 
Dodd record; 
Sapphire ring — Edgar P ar­ 
se r, New York diamond dealer, 
gave Mrs. Dodd a sapphire ring. 
Shortly thereafter, she lost the 
stone out of the ring. Dodd 
asked P arser for a new sap­ 
phire, which he got. 
Sen. Dodd tried to have P a r­ 
s e r appointed U.S. ambassador 
to Belgium, later U.S. am bas­ 
sador to Luxembourg. P arser 
was more successful in supply­ 
ing two sapphires than Dodd 
was insecuringeltheroneoftw o 
am bassadorial appointments. 
Footwear — Most of the Dodd 
family has been outfitted with 
footwear, from boots to tennis 
shoes, by the Goodyear Com­ 
pany at Middletown, Conn. When 
the tariff was cut on the im ­ 
portation of foreign footwear. 
Sen. Dodd vigorously opposed 
the cut. 
Hair dryers — M rs. Dodd r e ­ 
ceived a gift of two hair dryers 
from General Electric for a 
charity auction. When the dry­ 
e rs arrived she liked them so 
much that she kept one fo rh er- 
seU and gave one to a friend. 
Television set — This was 
given to-the Senator by Florence 
Lowe, an executive of-M etro- 
medla TV stations at the time 
Dodd was investigating violence 
on television. Dodd thereafter 
gave M rs. Lowe’s son a job on 
his subcommittee staff, also 
ordered his aides to stop their 
Investigation of Metromedia. 
W all-to-wall carpeting — This 
rich blue carpeting in Dodd's 
country place at North Stonlng- 
ton, Conn., came from New Lon­ 
don furniture dealer SydSymon. 
Dodd has boasted to aides that 
the carpeting cost him nothing. 
He arranged a presidential p ar­ 
don at Symon’s request for the 
la s e r’s friend, Philip Levine, 
convicted of income tax eva­ 
sion. 
Symon, when queried by this 
column, insisted that Dodd had 
paid the wholesale price for 
the carpeting. Asked how the 
payment was made, Symon re ­ 
plied 
“ by personal check.” 
When Symon was told there was 
no record in Dodd’s accountincr 


of a check to Symon, he shouted, 
“ It’s none of your g-- d — 
business!” and hung up the 
phone. 
Clocks — The Senator, a col­ 
lector of clocks, has a large 
num ber in his North Stonington 
home from the Ingraham Com­ 
pany, which sent him a catalogue 
and told him to take his pick. 
Dodd arranged a 
$1,000,000 
area development loan for the 
Company’s new plant in B ristol, 
Conn. 
Wesley Songer, president of 
Ingraham, admitted the Senator 
had obtained “ several” clocks 
from the company but claimed 
Dodd paid wholesale prices for 
all but one. This had been a 
gift. 
Silverware — Ralph Bertinni, 
recently retired president of 
International Silver, acknowl­ 
edged that the company had 
replated some of Dodd’s s il­ 
verw are. He also acknowledged 
that he had persuaded Dodd to 
intervene at the White House 
for high silver tariffs. 
Air-conditioned Olds m obile— 
We reported earlier that Dun­ 
bar Associates supplied Dodd 
with an air-conditioned Olds 
in 1964. A new angle has now 
developed, namely a brand new 
1966 Olds has been delivered 
to the Seiuit0« ..ll Is stfil re g is­ 
tered in the company’s name. 
Dodd has secured government 
contracts for Dunbar A ssoci­ 
ates. 
Foreign gifts -- When Sen. 
Dodd and wife visited Korea 
last year, they received so 
many presents—oriental handi­ 
craft, 
silks, 
jewelry, 
silk 
screen, a hand-carved table— 
that the gifts were sent home 
by boat and two of the Senator’s 
aides had to make two trip s to 
Baltim ore to bring them to 
Washington. 
Shortly thereafter Dodd de­ 
livered a Senate speech hailing 
President Park of Korea as a 
* ‘ great modem statesman under 
whose administration Korea has

Here are some of the back­ 
stage details on how the trip 
was organized and executed: 
Real fact is that Johnson’s

just before Johnson’s arrival. 
A certain amount of time was 
needed for teleprfione w orkers 
to install the direct lines to 
Washington that the President 
would require, for city em ­ 
ployes to put up the banners, 
posters, signs and flags, and 
to work out details between the 
American and Mexican secret 
services. 
So a 48-hour advance notice 
time was agreed on. Air Force 
One, bringing the first family 
and the rest of the official 
party, was due to land in Mexico 
City at 5:30 p.m. on April 14. 
On April 12, the Texas White 
House put out a press release 
disclosing 
the 
President’s 
“ sudden” decision to accom ­ 
pany Lady Bird and the others. 
LEFTISTS SURPRBED 
The timing was perfect. Mexi­ 
can leftist leaders held a hasty 
meeting 
that 
evening,

Lombardo Toledano 
presiding, at the headquarter 
of his red-lining

Discussion about the possi­ 
bility of mounting a Viet Nam 
war protest parade during John­ 
son’s stay was heated. R epre­ 
sentatives of Mexico’s m inus­ 
cule Communist party were all 
for it. 
But Lombardo^ a wily realist 
with half a century of exper­ 
ience as a political agitator, 
argued that anything less than

- - 


which couldn’t be put together 
in a day and a half -- would 
be broken up before it could 
even attract attention. There 
would be nothing but cracked 
heads and unpublicized arrests 
to show for it. 
His counsel prevailed, and the 
Socialist party Issued a bland 
statem ent commending the visit 
as “ an opportunity for useful 
contact between heads of state” 
and calling on its followers to 
refrain from any show of hos­ 
tility. 
Meanwhile, Mexican author­ 
ities did a terrific job of o r­ 
ganization. By the time the 
U.S. 
delegation 
arrived, all 
Mexico City — now, with more 
than 6,000,000 inhabitants, the 
second largest metropolis in the 
W estern 
Hemisphere — was 
decked in gala garb. 
So smoothly efficient were all 
the arrangem ents thai not a 
single snafti or untoward inci­ 
dent developed during the P res­ 
ident’s stay.

Am ericas Just outside the capi­ 
tal and was asked: “ If you were 
President, what would you be 
doing now in Viet Nam?” 
“ Isn’t 
that what President 
Johnson is coming down here 
to ask me?” shot back Gold­ 
water. 
The GOP leader was present 
at both the Lincoln statue un­ 
veiling ceremony in a Mexico 
City park and at Lady Bird’s 
form al reception in the Am er­ 
ican embassy. He and LBJ did 
not, however, meet. 
When the President went down 
the line of the diplomatic corps 
at the airport on his arrival, 
the only man he stopped to 
chat with was Shlmshon Arad, 
Israel’s envoy, whom he had 
known when Arad was Israeli 
m inister-counselor in Wash­ 
ington. 


L ater, Arad told friends that 
shortly before Johnson’s jet 
landed he had been approached 
by an ambassador from “ a 
Soviet bloc country” who in­ 
quired consplratorlally: 
“ Just what do you make of 
this? Must be a crisis in the 
Organization 
of 
American 
States, no?” 
“ For heaven’s sake, man!” 
Arad replied. “ Stop being a 
M arxist for one day. Johnson 
just likes to do these things.” 
The diplomats plus some 50,- 
000 spectators were kept wait­ 
ing an hour and a half at the 
airport next day while LBJ and 
Diaz Ordaz had a convivial 
time at the luxurious mansion 
of the 
famed 
Mexican film 
comic, Cantinflas. 
Johnson and the actor — whose 
real name Is Mario Moreno — 
have known each other for sev­ 
eral years. 
Cantlnflas’s Rus- 
slan-born wife, Valentina, re ­ 
cently died of cancer in a Texas 
sanitarium . Afterward, LBJ had 
the bereaved entertainer for a 
weekend at his Johnson City 
ranch. 
Diaz Ordaz included Cantinflas 
in the guest list for the luncheon 
he hosted at Los Pinos follow­ 
ing the statue dedication. After 
lunch, the comic Invited the 
male guests at his table to ad­ 
journ to his home. Both presi­ 
dents promptly accepted. 
Note — One reason the pub­ 
lic reception for Johnson was

Oklahoman and Buddies 
Search for Viet Cong 


EDITOR'S NOTE — D-Day. 
Clark Richie of Jay, Okla.,only 
22, and his buddies moved out 
for the attack against the Viet 
Cong. Through the steaming 
jungle they went in search of 
the elusive enemy on this fear- 
filled Friday, the last of five 
testing days in the life of a GI. 


CU 
CHI, South Viet Nam 
(AP)—The men groped in the 
darkness 
as the clicks and 
clanks of pistol belts, helmets 
and rifles mixed with hoarse 
whispers of "L et's go, let's 
go." 
Pfc. Clark Richie of Jay, 
Okla., already was set. He had 
taken the last watch of the 
night atop the bunker and was 
wide awake now at 5:45 this 
Friday morning. 
Richie, 22, was the machine 
gunner for B Company. His 
team would be in the first wave 
of this morning's attack. 
They were going after the 
Viet Cong in a stronghold the 
enemy had held for decades. 
Then a swarm of dots ap­ 
peared far off in the sky—the 
helicopters were coming to take 
them to the attack point. 
The helicop ers landed and 
their vibratin , 
shells 
filled 
quickly. One by one in rota­ 
tion they to< k off—sailing low 
for a few hundred yards, then 
soaring upvard. 
Below could be seen Cu Chi, 
the tov n near the camp and 
some ^ 
miles northwest of Sai­ 
gon. Farther west were the 
jungles and rubber plantation 
whe e these men of 2nd Bat­ 
talion, 27th Infantry Regiment- 
the famed "Wolfhounds" of Ko­ 
rea-had first tangled with the 
Viet Cong in hacking out their 
2nd Brigade, 25th Division base 
camp. 
The fleet of choppers hummed 
for 15 minutes over villages and 
green fields, dense jungles and 
dry brown paddies. Then, sud- 
dently, swifUy, they dropped. 
Soldiers leaped and tumbled 
out — they had been instructed 
the helicopters would be on the 
f 
ground just four seconds. 
Richie's team hit the paddy, 
sprawled flat and waited for the 
choppers to soar off. Hunched 
over, they charged In short, 
chopping steps to the edge of 
the clearing. 
Platoon by platoon the GIs 
disappeared 
into the jungle. 
Bursts of firing erupted as the 
lead element met resistance. 
Enemy bullets 
cracked 
and 
whined 
through 
the 
paddy 
where Richie's platoon waited 
A ?ve up. Every man plunged 
dew-damp ground. 
It was 9 a.m. and Richie's 
unit was called up, through 
jungles so thick 
Richie could 
not see the man two yards in 
front of him. 
The 
jungle 
opened into a 
clearing where a thatched roof 
hut was blazing. For months 
the inhabitants of the area had 
been told to get out because this 
was Viet Cong territory and 
would come under attack. Any­ 
one found there would be pre­ 
su m e d a Communist until prov­ 
en otherwise. 
The men had been ordered, 
however, not to fire at anyone 
or any place until they had re­ 
ceived fire. 
Richie's platoon stayed in re­ 
serve as the rest of the company 
advanced warily across a long, 
wide rice paddy to take positions 
in a dry, overgrown canal. 
Capt. Malcolm Howard, 26,of 
Deep Run, N .C., B Company 
commander, 
consulted maps 


and called his radiomen around 
him. 
They 
were 
facing the 
major objective of the day-Xom 
Moi, the Viet Cong stronghold 
that had twice in recent months 
thrust back American attempts 
to sweep through. 
Now they waited for the brig­ 
ade's arm ored units — the 1st 
Battalion of the 5th Mechanized 
Infantry and the 3rd Platoon of 
the 4th Cavalry —to smash into 
Xom Moi with tanks and arm ­ 
ored personnel carriers. 
The noon sun bore down as 
they waited. Richie and his ma­ 
chine gun crew sprawled in the 
shade of a tree. 
There had been just one cas­ 
ualty in the battalion, and that 
a slight one from friendly gren­ 
ade fragments. 
Finally the call came to move 
up. The 3rd Platoon, with Rich­ 
ie, spread out and crossed a 
flat paddy field. Stacks of straw 
blazed from fires set by a for­ 
ward element. 
The arm ored units had crashed 
through and any Viet Cong or 
their families who had not evac­ 
uated before did so then. Sold­ 
iers tossed grenades into holes 
and tunnels. No captives were 
taken, no casualties were suf­ 
fered, the enemy was nowhere 
to be found. 
B 
Company started 
back 
home through the heat and jun­ 
gle. 
A mile from home, the men 
flopped on the dusty ground 
with sighs and means of weari­ 
ness. 
Richie, his machine gun to 
one 
side, 
stretched 
on the 
ground, silent and soaked with 
sweat. His red hair was matted 
and his freckles were nearly 
hidden by grime and dust. 
The last several 
hundred 
yards were toughest. Men from 
another company, exhausted by 
heat stroke, lay alongside the 
route to camp. 
Richie and his weapons squad 
plodded back through the coils 
of barbed wire just outside the 
camp perim eter. 
At bunker 14 Richie threw off 
his gear. One man ripped off 
his clothes and fell panting onto 
an air m attress. 
Richie sat on a short-legged 
stool and drizzled a canteen-full 
of water over his head. 
"Well," he said with a slight 
grin, "we accomplished 
our 
m ission.” 
"Sort of disappointing. But I 
guess 
we'll 
have 
plenty of 
chances to fight. Main thing is 
to be glad nobody got hurt." 
Ahead 
was 
the 
night and 
night 
watches with artillery 
blasting and mosquitoes lap­ 
ping. Tomorrow would bring de­ 
tails and cleaning weapons and 
the monotonous routine of the 
in&ntryman. 
And soon would come more 
attacks against the Viet Cong. 
Maybe "Charley" would come 
out next time, or maybe it 
would be another exercise in 
frustration.

Would they be permitted to 
cross the military lines to head 
south, provided they carried no 
weapons?

In the meanwhile, on May 18, 
1965, the district court ignored 
the New York Court of Appeals’ 
holding that the previously ap­ 
proved pain violated the State 
constitution and by a 2 to 1 vote 
ordered the 1965 election to pro­ 
ceed on the basis of this plan. 
As 
was expected, 
Governor 
Rockefeller vetoed the Demo­ 
cratic bills. The Democrats 
then appealed to the Supreme 
Court and moved to expedite the 
appeal, which would not other­ 
wise be heard until the fall when 
it was too late. They also ap­ 
plied to Mr. Justice Harlan, 
as Circuit Justice, for a stay 
of the district court’s order; 
he referred this to the entire 
Court. On June 1, 1965, the 
Court summarily turned down 
the Democratic moves. 
Mr. Justice Harlan alone dis­ 
sented from the Court’s ’‘casual 
way” of disposing of the whole 
matter. So ended epilogue one. 
The undaunted Democrats went 
to the State Court of Appeals. 
Again the State court reiterated 
that the federally-approved ap­ 
portionment act violated the 
State constitution, and by a 4 
to 3 vote enjoined the scheduled 
1965 election. At that point, the 
New York State officials were 


under a State order to refrain 
from holding an election and 
under a Federal order to hold 
an election. As The New York 
Times described it: “ The move 
was the latest in a series of 
complicated legal maneuvers in 
the reapportionment cases that 
have confused lawyers, laymen, 
and judges alike.” The Demo­ 
crats next asked Mr. Justice 
Harlan to stay the Federal court 
order which in effect overturned 
the State court order. He re­ 
fused to do so because of the 
whole Supreme Court’s prior 
refusal of a stay. Thus ended 
the second epilogue -- with no 
end to the performance in sight. 
New York’s problems 
are 
typical, 
not atypical. For ex­ 
ample, a three-judge Federal 
district in Hawaii overturned 
a State legislative apportion­ 
ment plan, which followed popu­ 
lation closely, because the dis­ 
trict boundaries of the Senate 
and House of Representatives 
tended to be similar in certain 
districts. After referring to 
testimony that various districts 
were too heterogeneous, with 
persons of Japanese and Cau­ 
casian 
ancestry thrown to­ 
gether, as well as those of var­ 
ious income levels, and noting 
criticism of one district be­ 
cause it contained “ a multitude 


of Caucasian widows in the up­ 
lands area, and an over-abun­ 
dance of Filipino males in the 
seaward portion 
of the dis­ 
trict,” the court concluded: 
“ There 
should 
not be any 
monolithic 
political 
units of 
representation in that all-inclu­ 
sive system of apportionment. 
Unless, within any single geo­ 
graphically 
defined political 
area or unit, there is a mean­ 
ingful and substantial difference 
in the composition of that body 
of electors therein, 
whose 
combined votes elect a senator, 
from that body whose combined 
votes elect a member of the 
house, then the demanded dif­ 
fering complexions and collec­ 
tive 
attitudes are lost, the 
necessary cross-checking and 
resulting balance is absent, and 
the majorities therein are given 
a 
disproporfional monolithic 
command, not only within the 
narrow political unit, but also 
within the legislative bodies. 
Such artificially concentrated 
political power negates any no­ 
tion of equality of representa­ 
tion for 
the minorities en­ 
trapped therein, as well as for 
all other electors of the State 
outside such a monolithic po­ 
litical unit.” 
The Court also held; 
“ While it is a fundamental fac­ 
tor under the decisions of the 
(Supreme) Court, population is 
not the sole definitive measure 
for setting up either repre­ 
sentative 
or senatorial dis­ 
tricts. Compactness and con­ 
tiguity of the territory are ad­ 
mittedly also factors, but com­ 
munity of interests, community 
of problems, socio-economic 


status, political and racial fac­ 
tors — each and all must be 
considered, and not only must 
the electoral districts be laid 
out with the totality of those 
factors having been taken into 
consideration, but even more, 
the sum total of all the district­ 
ing must result in substantial 
equality of meaningful repre­ 
sentation to each and all of the 
voters of the State.”

This date 
marks the beginning of another “ daylight savings 
time sum m er.”

William Willet originated the movement in Eng­ 
land in 1907 
when he 
published a booklet 
entitled 
“ The Waste of Daylight.” Last year 
was the first time Sikeston has been on daylight 
savings time since World War II. 
Contrary to some legends, no one throws grape­ 
fruit to begin daylight savings time. It simply 
involves getting up an hour earlier, going to work 
an hour earlier, completing work an hour earlier, 
and enjoying an extra hour of daylight at the end 
of each day. 
Large industries enjoy daylight savings time 
because it avoids 
the use of so much electri­ 
city. 
Countries in Asia, 
Africa, 
Australia, 
and 
Europe make use of daylight savings time, and 
they have for centuries as have countries in North 
America. 
Whea the method first began, events simply 
started one hour earlier — there were no alter­ 
ations of the clocks. 
This method, however, 
proved inefficient, 
and it 
wasn’t very wide­ 
spread. 
Many large communities do not have daylight 
savings 
time 
because 
of problems with 
meteorological 
instruments, 
and 
other 
synchronized devices. 
Sikeston 
and the surrounding communities 
have no such devices, nor do they have any ser­ 
ious problems created by the time change. Most 
citizens

Followers of film festivals 
have 
remarked on the high 
quality of Czech film s during 
the past two years. Last Mon­ 
day night, the Motion Picture 
Academy took cognizance of 
this trend and chose Czech- 
made 
“ The 
Shop 
on 
Main 
Street** as best foreign language 
film of the year over movies 
from Italy, Greece, Sweden and 
Japan. 
The Oscar was claimed by 
Jan Kadar and Elmar Klos, two 
film veterans who codirected 
the movie. It was their eighth 
such collaboration. 
Codirection is virtually un­ 
known in American film s. That 
isn*t the only element in the 
Czech film industry that is dis­ 
sim ilar. 
“ We have no star system,** 
explained Klos, 55 and a Czech. 
“ Our most important actors 
might do supporting roles in 
films.** 
“ Directors earn more than 
actors,** Kadar, 46 and a Slo­ 
vak, added with a degree of 
pleasure. “ The actors are paid 
according to what category they 
are; the quality of their work 
determines their category.** 
The film industry is complete­ 
ly nationalized in Communist 
Czechoslovakia, 
of 
course. 
There are three studios in the 
country producing 36 features a 
year, plus numerous shorts, 
cartoons and TV subjects. 
In the last few years the 
Czech movie goers have had 
much to shout about. I asked

why their industry has flowered. 
“It is because of a new cultur­ 
al atmosphere that began about

“ The Shop on Main Street** 
is now a hit on the art-house 
circuit in this country and may 
achieve general release on the 
strength of its Academy Award.

Conditions in college 
and university lib raries a re becoming worse. 
Seventy-three per cent of the four year schools 
and 91 per cent of the two y ear schools do not 
m eet basic minimum standards for good library 
service to students and faculty. Two-thirds of 
the nation’s elem entary schools do not have 
libraries and the schools that do have libraries 
need to double their p resent collections to 
meet minimum standards. 
With m ore em phasis being placed on reading, 
productive use of leisure tim e and further 
education, the library looms as one of the most 
important institutions in a community for self-

“ Safety Last" 
by Jeffrey 
O’Connell and Arthur Meyers. 
Jeffrey O’Connell, a lawyer with 
experience in automobile ac­ 
cident law, is hopping mad about 
the state of vehicular safety 
and determined to tame the 
Detroit tiger. His book appears 
at a time when Federal legis­ 
lation has already been aimed 
at some control of the 1967 
models; conseque ltly, the edge 
of urgency has been taken off 
his 
argument. 
But it still 
touches on the lives of every 
citizen and should stir active 
support for supplementation of 
such 
legislation. 
O’Connell, 
with Arthur Myers, blasts the 
automotive industry for what 
amounts to criminal negligence. 
The basic problem is that in­ 
dustry doesn’t think safety pays 
(Ford tried it once in 1956), and 
the author’s document is in­ 
dustry’s willingness to pay with 
consumer lives 
instead. The 
book is full of horror stories. 
It also details efforts on the 
part of individuals and groups 
to place safety first, and gives 
a picture of how unsafe auto­ 
mobiles actually are and how 
much safer they might be with­ 
out listing makes and styles. 
O’Connell hopes to do to the 
hazards of the automobile what 
Rachel Carson did to pesticides. 
He thinks legislation is the only 
way to police an industry which 
will not police itself, and his 
book offers fuel for further 
action.

New York: •• Hijacking is an 
art and few are as creative in 
this field as — by his own ad­ 
mission — Johnny Amalfitano. 
On April 11, he pleaded guil­ 
ty in Federal court to planning 
the appropriation, without bene­ 
fit of title, of some 40,000 
transistors from a truck mak­ 
ing the final delivery with the 
shipment, which originated in 
Tokyo. The lot, worth about 
$100,000, had been purchased 
by a Manhattan wholesaler. 
Mr. Amalfitano will be sen­ 
tenced late in May. But this 
will not be the end of the saga 
of a hijacker who picked on the 
wrong truck •• one that could be 
traced. There is social signifi­ 
cance in "Johnny A.” He is a 
vital discovery because he is the 
provable criminal link between 
the loosely integrated under­ 
world and the do - it • yourself 
dummy unionism, which 
has 
terrorized small businessmen 
for years in many a megalo­ 
polis. 
Parole officers looking into 
Mr. Amalfitano’s background 
for the benefit of the sentencing 
judge have discovered that the 
confessor had been virtually a 
one-man labor federation. 
In the opinion of at least one 
witness appearing before 
the 
McClellan 
racket committee, 
"M r. A.” had dominated at least 
one local union which had been 
launched by those considered 
the successors to Murder, Inc. 
They are an unionising lot 
known as the Gallo Brothers, 
who get a laugh now and then 
between 
gun plays, by dis­ 
sembling as Damon 
Runyan 
characters. 
Mr. Amalfitano apparently 
still has a better head on his 
shoulders.

Manhattan. And a phone —which 
was rarely used. Phone booths 
are better.

restaurant some years ago on 
the eve of the chartering of 
still another local. 
Mr. Lombardozzi was one of 
the men at the ill -fhmedApala- 
chin crime cookout convention 
some eight years ago. Today 
he is quite an affluent member 
of his bet-set. 
Always surrounded by 
this 
aura of might and muscle, Mr. 
Amalfitano had little difficulty 
convincing shop owners and pub 
operators andrestauranteursto 
sign with his complex of unions. 
Each union had a member — 
such as Local 19, Cigarette and 
Coin 
Vending 
Machine Em­ 
ployes; or Laundry Workers 
Union, Local 12; the Restaurant 
and Cafeteria Employes, Local 
26. "Mr. A." had imagination 
to match his muscle. There even 
was a section which was de­ 
signed for bank clerks. 
When some of these went out 
of 
business, 
their leaders 
simply got charters in 
some 
legitimate unions. These locked 
and interlocked with characters 
such as the convicts and 
ex­ 
convicts, Tony “ Ducks” Coral- 
lo and Johnny Dio, who has been 
under investigation by one of 
U.S. Atty. Robert Morgenthau's 
quiet, but hard - working, grand 
juries. 
It is Mr. Morgenthau 
who 
wrapped up the case against Mr. 
Amalfitano and got the guilty 
plea. But his service to the coun­ 
try goes far beyond exposure 
of a hijacking brain. 
Mr. Morgenthau has proven 
that there are steel - like links 
to a network which can operate 
much like a labor movement 
simply because it 
decides to 
proclaim itself as such, pay a 
few dollars for an engraved 
charter and go into business. 
This is prevalent. 
It is the mark and the shame 
of many cities. As new McClel­ 
lan hearings soon will show, it 
is lucrative for the movement's 
owners and costly and heart­ 
breaking for its victims. 
Yet there actually is no law 
which can prevent such ersatz 
unions from usurping the legiti­ 
mate law of the land. 
The case of Mr. Amalfitano 
proves that the drive for such 
legislation is long overdue. 


Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON — Ever since 
Harry Truman accepted a deep 
freeze there has been much dis­ 
cussion of gifts to public offi­ 
cials, but generally the discus­ 
sion has been one-sided. 
It has been about Democratic 
presidents, 
not Republicans; 
and 
about 
members of the 
executive branch of govern­ 
ment, not congressmen. 
The deep freeze, valued at 
about $1,200, was given to Mrs. 
Truman by a Milwaukee con­ 
tractor in 1946, through HST’s 
military 
aide, 
Gen. 
Harry’ 
Vaughan. 
More 
recently, 
a 
stereo set valued at around $800 
was given to President Johnson 
by 
an 
insurance 
salesman 
through a then Senate secretary, 
Bobby Baker. 
Both gifts became the subject 
of Senate inquiries and tremen­ 
dous national interest. The news 
was spalshed all over front 
pages. 
Much greater immunity has 
been given to gifts to members 
of Congress. Almost never do 
they 
investigate 
themselves. 
However, the law applies to 
them as well as to executive 
officials and the courts have 
ruled that gifts must be counted 
as compensation if the recipient 
performed any service for them 
either 
before or 
after ac­ 
ceptance. This has been applied 
even to free transporation and 
free vacations. 
The law prohibits a congress­ 
man from accepting compensa­ 
tions “ for any services ren­ 
dered. . 
in relations to any 
proceeding, 
contract, 
claim, 
controversy, charge, accusa­ 
tion, arrest, or other matter’’ 
before the government. 
DODD’S ROLL CALL 
Neither President Truman nor 
President Johnson 
gave any 
service for their celebrated 
gifts. This has not always been 
true of members of Congress. 
Unquestionably the 
most no­ 
torious gift-taker has been Sen. 
Tom 
Dodd, 
D-Conn., 
and a 
check-up on his gifts shows 
that he has sometimes rendered 
service. Incidentally, we do not 
believe the great majority of 
other Senators engaged in this 
practice. Here is part of the 
Dodd record: 
Sapphire ring -- Edgar Par­ 
ser, New York diamond dealer, 
gave Mrs. Dodd a sapphire ring. 
Shortly thereafter, she lost the 
stone out of the ring. Dodd 
asked Parser for a new sap­ 
phire, which he got. 
Sen. Dodd tried to have Par­ 
ser appointed U.S. ambassador 
to Belgium, later U.S. ambas­ 
sador to Luxembourg. Parser 
was more successful in supply­ 
ing two sapphires than Dodd 
was insecuringeitheroneoftwo 
ambassadorial appointments. 
Footwear -- Most of the Dodd 
family has been outfitted with 
footwear, from boots to tennis 
shoes, by the Goodyear Com­ 
pany at Middletown, Conn. When 
the tariff was cut on the im­ 
portation of foreign footwear, 
Sen. Dodd vigorously opposed 
the cut. 
Hair dryers -- Mrs. Dodd re ­ 
ceived a gift of two hair dryers 
from General Electric for a 
charity auction. When the dry­ 
ers arrived she liked them so 
much that she kept one for her­ 
self and gave one to a friend. 
Television set -- This was 
given to the Senator by Florence 
Lowe, an executive of Metro­ 
media TV stations at the time 
Dodd was investigating violence 
on television. Dodd thereafter 
gave Mrs. Lowe’s son a job on 
his subcommittee staff, also 
ordered his aides to stop their 
investigation of Metromedia. 
Wall-to-wall carpeting- - This 
rich blue carpeting in Dodd's 
country place at North Stoning- 
ton, Conn., came from New Lon­ 
don furniture dealer Syd Symon. 
Dodd has boasted to aides that 
the carpeting cost him nothing. 
He arranged a presidential par­ 
don at Symon’s request for the 
latter's friend, Philip Levine, 
convicted of income tax eva­ 
sion. 
Symon, when queried by this 
column, insisted that Dodd had 
paid the wholesale price for 
the carpeting. Asked how the 
payment was made, Symon re ­ 
plied 
“ by personal check." 
When Symon was told there was 
no record in Dodd's accounting 


of a check to Symon, he shouted, 
“ It’s none of your g— d—- 
business!" and hung up the 
phone. 
Clocks -- The Senator, a col­ 
lector of clocks, has a large 
number in his North Stonington 
home from the Ingraham Com­ 
pany, which sent him a catalogue 
and told him to take his pick. 
Dodd arranged a 
$1,000,000 
area development loan for the 
Company’s new plant in Bristol, 
Conn. 
Wesley Songer, president of 
Ingraham, admitted the Senator 
had obtained “ several" clocks 
from the company but claimed 
Dodd paid wholesale prices for 
all but one. This had been a 
gift. 
Silverware -- Ralph Bertinni, 
recently retired president of 
International Silver, acknowl­ 
edged that the company had 
replated some of Dodd’s sil­ 
verware. He also acknowledged 
that he had persuaded Dodd to 
intervene at the White House 
for high silver tariffs. 
Air-conditioned Oldsmobile— 
We reported earlier that Dun­ 
bar Associates supplied Dodd 
with an air-conditioned Olds 
in 1964. A new angle has now 
developed, namely a brand new 
1966 Olds has been delivered 
to the Senatoi. It Is stm regis­ 
tered in the company’s name. 
Dodd has secured government 
contracts for Dunbar Associ­ 
ates. 
Foreign gifts -- WTien Sen. 
Dodd and wife visited Korea 
last year, they received so 
many presents—oriental handi­ 
craft, 
silks, 
jewelry, 
silk 
screen, a hand-carved table-- 
that the gifts were sent home 
by boat and two of the Senator’s 
aides had to make two trips to 
Baltimore to bring them to 
Washington. 
Shortly thereafter Dodd de­ 
livered a Senate speech hailing 
President Park of Korea as a 
“ great modern statesman under 
whose administration Korea has 
been 
blessed with 
political 
stability and with an almost 
miraculous degree of social 
and economic progress." 
BEHIND LBJ'S TREMENDOUS 
RECEPTION 
Left wing agitators who would 
have relished the chance to 
demonstrate against President 
Johnson in Mexico City were 
caught completely off base by 
the government strategy of de­ 
laying any announcement of his 
trip. 
Here are some of the back­ 
stage details on how the trip 
was organized and executed: 
Real fact is that Johnson’s 
“ surprise" visit was set up 
more than a week before the 
public knew it. 
It was on April 6 that John­ 
son accepted President Diaz 
Ordaz's invitation, but it was 
agreed to hold off any public 
announcement until April 12, 
just before Johnson’s arrival. 
A certain amount of time was 
needed for telephone workers 
to install the direct lines to 
Washington that the President 
would require, for city em­ 
ployes to put up the banners, 
posters, signs and flags, and 
to work out details between the 
American and Mexican secret 
services. 
So a 48-hour advance notice 
time was agreed on. Air Force 
One, bringing the first family 
and the rest of the official 
party, was due to land in Mexico 
City at 5:30 p.m. on April 14. 
On April 12, the Texas White 
House put out a press release 
disclosing 
the 
President's 
“ sudden" decision to accom­ 
pany Lady Bird and the others. 
LEFTISTS SURPRISED 
The timing was perfect. Mexi­ 
can leftist leaders held a hasty 
meeting 
that evening, 
with 
V icente 
Lombardo Toledano 
presiding, at the headquarter 
of his red-lining 
Popular So­ 
cialist Party (PPS). 
Discussion about the possi­ 
bility of mounting a Viet Nam 
war protest parade during John­ 
son’s stay was heated. Repre­ 
sentatives of Mexico’s minus­ 
cule Communist party were all 
for it. 
But Lombardo, a wily realist 
with half a century of exper­ 
ience as a political agitator, 
argued that anything less than 
a 
masslvp domonctratton 


which couldn’t be put together 
in a day and a half — would 
be broken up before it could 
even attract attention. There 
would be nothing but cracked 
heads and unpublicized arrests 
to show for it. 
His counsel prevailed, and the 
Socialist party issued a bland 
statement commending the visit 
as “ an opportunity for useful 
contact between heads of state" 
and calling on its followers to 
refrain from any show of hos­ 
tility. 
Meanwhile, Mexican author­ 
ities did a terrific job of or­ 
ganization. By the time the 
U.S. 
delegation arrived, all 
Mexico City -- now, with more 
than 6,000,000 inhabitants, the 
second largest metropolis in the 
Western 
Hemisphere -- was 
decked in gala garb. 
So smoothly efficient were all 
the arrangements that not a 
single snafu or untoward inci­ 
dent developed during the Pres­ 
ident’s stay. 
He and Diaz Ordaz took two 
hours and 30 minutes to drive 
the seven and a half miles from 
the 
airport to Los 
Pinos, 
Mexico’s White House, chiefly 
because they stopped frequently 
to shake hands with part of the 
2,000,000 cheering people lining 
the 


BARRY GOLDWATER 
WELCOMES 
Barry Goldwater had been in 
Mexico City a day and a half 
when Johnson’s visit was an­ 
nounced. A few hours before 
he 
arrived, 
Goldwater 
ad­ 
dressed students at the Inter­ 
national 
University 
of the 
Americas just outside the capi­ 
tal and was asked: “ If you were 
President, what would you be 
doing now in Viet Nam?" 
“ Isn’t 
that 
what President 
Johnson is coming down here 
to ask me?" shot back Gold­ 
water. 
The GOP leader was present 
at both the Lincoln statue un­ 
veiling ceremony in a Mexico 
City park and at Lady Bird’s 
formal reception in the Amer­ 
ican embassy. He and LBJ did 
not, however, meet. 
When the President went down 
the line of the diplomatic corps 
at the airport on his arrival, 
the only man he stopped to 
chat with was Shimshon Arad, 
Israel’s envoy, whom he had 
known when Arad was Israeli 
minister-counselor in Wash­ 
ington. 


Later, Arad told friends that 
shortly before Johnson’s jet 
landed he had been approached 
by an ambassador from “ a 
Soviet bloc country" who in­ 
quired conspiratorially: 
“ Just what do you make of 
this? Must be a crisis in the 
Organization 
of 
American 
States, no?" 
“ For heaven’s sake, man!" 
Arad replied. “ Stop being a 
Marxist for one day. Johnson 
just likes to do these things." 
The diplomats plus some 50,- 
000 spectators were kept wait­ 
ing an hour and a half at the 
airport next day while LBJ and 
Diaz Ordaz had a convivial 
time at the luxurious mansion 
of the 
famed 
Mexican film 
comic, Cantinflas. 
Johnson and the actor --whose 
real name is Mario Moreno — 
have known each other for sev­ 
eral years. 
Cantinflas's Rus­ 
sian-born wife, Valentina, re­ 
cently died of cancer in a Texas 
sanitarium. Afterward, LBJ had 
the bereaved entertainer for a 
weekend at his Johnson City 
ranch. 
Diaz Ordaz included Cantinflas 
in the guest list for the luncheon 
he hosted at Los Pinos follow­ 
ing the statue dedication. After 
lunch, the comic invited the 
male guests at his table to ad­ 
journ to his home.

The cultural level of a community cannot be 
measured by attendance at any particular per­ 
formance. 
But Sikeston did not dispaly and gratifying 
appetite for good m usic when between 300 and 
500 turned out to hear a concert of the St. 
Louis Symphony orchestra. 
After a long winter of television entertain­ 
ment, the appearance of the orchestra in the 
community gave its residents the opportunity 
to see and hear live entertainment of the highest 
caliber. The price of the tickets was unbe­ 
lievably low-—only $1 per person. 
While the project was not a failure or a 
debacle, attendance could be rated only as 
fair. Ideally a thousand or m ore might have 
been expected to come out for a chance of a 
lifetim e opportunity. 
The appearance was made possible by the 
efforts of the community’s Council of the A lii* 
a willingness by this newspaper and the Bank 
of Sikeston, the First National Bank and the 
Security National Bank to financially guarantee 
it and a disposition by the orchestra members 
them selves to accept less than their usual 
concert fee just to give M issourians living in 
the sm aller com m unities an opportunity to hear 
a concert at a low cost. 
This involved more than financial sacrifice. 
Any tour to the sm aller com m unities Is harder 
than appearing in the larger c itie s. One night 
stands always are more tiring than presenting 
a series of concerts. Facilities in the smaller 
towns for the concert often are le s s than ade­ 
quate. 
That brings up another Sikeston deficiency. 
lf ever any proof was needed that this commu­ 
nity could use a modern auditorium, the concert 
of the St. Louis Symphony provided it. 
Even the m usicians shuddered when the brass 
section put their m usical instrum ents to their 
lip s. 
In the poor acoustics that prevailed the notes 
from horns rattled and boomed, crackled, roared 
echoed and reverberated into the giant chamber 
in a deafening, ear shattering, thunderous roar. 
This 
brought 
painful grim aces from the 
audience, who sat with hands to e a rs. 
The Editor did not need his hearing aid even. 
Perhaps anticipation of a poor acoustical re­ 
ception for the m usic held down the size of 
the audience. 
It would be comforting to believe that was 
the reason. 
Anyway bringing the St. Louis musicians to 
Sikeston was a noble experiment in spreading 
culture a little m ore widely.

General Motors public relations aren't always 
as good as its cars. 
GM executives occasionally display an ar­ 
rogance to others, an attitude toward the com­ 
pany bordering on 
reverence, and a public

The late Charley Wilson, a member of Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower's cabinet, often put his foot 
in his mouth during his early days as a gov­ 
ernment official. 
But to his everlasting credit, he learned the 
ropes and was able to overcom e the earlier 
handicap of speech and the blind spot in his 
viewpoint that cam e from long years of General 
M otors training. 
A Senate com m ittee recently produced shock­ 
ing evidence of a gum -shoe operations against 
Ralph Nader, a nationally known safety expert 
who has criticized the automobile industry for 
failure to rem ove hazards to safety in car 
design. Testimony was offered that Nader had 
been harassed by private detectives employed by 
the giant motor maker and that they had in­ 
vestigated into every aspect of his private life* 


* Senators chided General M otors executives 
for this investigation and rightfully pointed out 
that Nader's private life had no bearing on his 
qualifications as a motor car safety expert. 
The president of the company apologized for it. 
But the chief counsel of the company com­ 
plained in an effort to justify the investigation 
that Nader had the audacity and tem erity to ques­ 
tion the safety of General M otors cars—just 
as if there was something sacred about it or 
that it somehow was above criticism . 
If car safety standards in the future are en­ 
forced prim arily by federal government regu­ 
lations rather than by voluntary efforts of the 
car m akers, it w ill be because General Motors 
has been too slow to eliminate a blind spot in 
its public relations approach. 
Too many of their executives take one whiff 
of that rarefied air in Detroit and lose touch 
with the best interests of the people who are 
buying their cars. 
General Motors has an enviable record but it 
isn ’t infallible. It isn’t always right.

and poorly staffed. Sixty-nine percent of the pub­ 
lic libraries are below standard in the number 
of volum es in their collections with 97 per cent 
of th ese libraries failing to meet the standard 
for operating expenses. Conditions in college 
and university libraries are becoming w orse. 
Seventy-three per cent of the four year schools 
and 91 per cent of the two year schools do not 
m eet basic minimum standards for good library 
ser v ic e to students and faculty. Two-thirds of 
the nation's elem entary schools do not have 
lib raries and the schools that do have libraries 
need to double their present collections to 
m eet minimum standards. 
With more em phasis being placed on reading, 
productive use of leisure tim e and further 
education, the library looms as one of the most 
important institutions in a community for self- 
im provem ent, entertainment and inspiration.

throughout M issouri with essay contests, news­ 
paper stories and features, television and radio 
appearances by literary personalities, author 
luncheons and library open-houses.

Jeffrey O’Connell, a lawyer with 
experience In automobile ac­ 
cident law, Is hopping mad about 
the state of vehicular safety 
and determined to tame the 
Detroit tiger. His book appears 
at a time when Federal legis­

New York: - Hijacking is an 
art and few are as creative In 
this field as - by his own ad­ 
mission - Johnny Amalfltano. 
On April ll, he pleaded guil­ 
ty in Federal court to planning 
the appropriation, without bene­ 
fit of title, of some 40,000 
transistors from a truck mak­ 
ing the final delivery with the 
shipment, which originated in 
Tokyo. The lot, worth about 
$100,000, had been purchased 
by a Manhattan wholesaler. 
Mr. Amalfltano will be sen­ 
tenced late in May. But this 
will not be the end of the saga 
of a hijacker who picked on the 
wrong truck •• one that could be 
traced. There Is social signifi­ 
cance in "Johnny A." He is a 
vital discovery because he is the 
provable criminal link between 
the loosely integrated under­ 
world and the do • it - yourself 
dummy unionism, which 
has 
terrorized small businessmen 
for years in many a megalo­ 
polis. 
Parole officers looking Into 
Mr. Amalfltano's background 
for the benefit of the sentencing 
judge have discovered that the 
confessor had been virtually a 
one-man labor federation. 
In the opinion of at least one 
witness appearing before the 
McClellan 
racket committee, 
"M r. A ."had dominated at least 
one local union which had been 
launched by those considered 
the successors to Murder, Inc. 
They are an unamusing lot 
known as the Gallo Brothers, 
who get a laugh now and then 
between 
gun plays, by dis­ 
sembling as Damon 
Runyan 
characters. 
Mr. Amalfltano apparently 
still has a better head on his 
shoulders. He helped to create 
something called the Federated 
Service Workers Union, a hold­ 
ing company thing which issued 
charters whenever itsopleased 
him. 
It had a small office in Lower 
Manhattan. And a phone-which 
was rarely used. Phone booths 
are better.

Amalfltano's hat. He printed 
business cards listing him as an 
officer. He hired pickets from 
an "employment" agency and 
paid them a dollar an hour. 
These were then placed In front 
of stores, restaurants, cafes, 
laundries, etc.

startled proprietors 
poured out of their stores - as 
customers stopped pouring in— 
the pickets would say "We don't 
know nothing," and hand the 
owners Mr. Amalfltano’s card. 


Some 
of the local unions 
charted by Ute Federated "In­ 
ternational" has no headquart­ 
ers. Labor - management con­ 
tracts were signed or business 
was done when "M r. A." ap­ 
peared. 
This always was an ominous 
moment. He had a reputation for 
getting 
action - something 
which hardly was diluted by his 
meeting with a Carmine Lorn- 
bardozzi 
in 
a 
"Jackie’s" 
restaurant some years ago on 
the eve of the chartering of 
still another local. 
Mr. Lombardozzi was one of 
the men at the ill-famed Apala­ 
chin crime cookout convention 
some eight years ago. Today 
he is quite an affluent member 
of his bet-set. 
Always surrounded by 
this 
aura of might and muscle, Mr. 
Amalfltano had little difficulty 
convincing shop owners and pub 
operators and restaurateurs to 
sign with his complex of unions. 
Each union had a member — 
such as Local 19, Clgaretteand 
Coin 
Vending 
Machine Em­ 
ployes; or Laundry Workers 
Union, Local 12; the Restaurant 
and Cafeteria Employes, Local 
26. "M r. A." had imagination 
to match his muscle. There even 
was a section which was de­ 
signed for bank clerks. 
When some of these went out 
of 
business, 
their leaders 
simply got charters In 
some 
legitimate unions. Theselocked 
and interlocked with characters 
such as the convicts and 
ex- 
convicts, Tony "Ducks" Coral- 
lo and Johnny Dio, who has been 
under Investigation by one of 
U« l« Atty. Robert Morgenthau's 
quiet, but hard • working, grand 
juries. 
It is Mr. Morgenthau 
who 
wrapped up tho ea to against Mr. 
Amalfltano and got the guilty 
plea. But his service to the coun­ 
try goes tor beyond exposure 
of a hijacking brain. 
Mr. Morgenthau has proven 
that there are steel • like links 
to a network which can operate 
much like a labor movement 
simply because it decides to 
proclaim Itself as such, pay a 
few dollars for an engraved 
charter and go Into business. 
This Is prevalent. 
It Is the mark and the shame 
of many cities. As new McClel­ 
lan hearings soon will show, It 
is lucrative for the movement’s 
owners and costly and heart­ 
breaking for its victims. 
Yet there actually Is no law 
which can prevent such ersatz 
unions from usurping the legiti­ 
mate law of the land.

WASHINGTON — Ever since 
Harry Truman accepted a deep 
freeze there h a s been much dis­ 
cussion of gifts to public offi­ 
cials, but generally the discus­ 
sion has been one-sWed. 
It has been about Democratic 
presidents, 
not Republicans; 
and 
about 
members of the 
executive branch of govern­ 
ment, not congressmen. 
The deep freeze, valued at 
about $1,200, was given to Mrs. 
Truman by a Milwaukee con­ 
tractor In 1946, through HST*s 
m ilitary 
aide, 
Gen. 
Harry 
Vaughan. 
More 
recently, a 
stereo set valued at around $800 
was given to President Johnson 
by 
an 
insurance 
salesman 
through a then Senate secretary, 
Bobby Baker. 
Both gifts became the subject 
of Senate inquiries and tremen­ 
dous national interest. The news 
was spalshed all over front 
pages. 
Much greater Immunity has 
been given to gifts to me milers 
of Congress. Almost never do 
they 
investigate themselves. 
However, the law applies to 
them as well as to executive 
officials and the courts have 
ruled that gifts must be counted 
as compensation lf the recipient 
performed any service for them 
either 
before or 
after ac­ 
ceptance. This has been applied 
even to free transporation and 
free vacations. 
The law prohibits a congress­ 
man from accepting compensa­ 
tions “ for any services ren­ 
dered. . 
In relations to any 
proceeding, 
contract, claim, 
controversy, charge, accusa­ 
tion, arrest, or other matter” 
before the government. 
DODD'S ROLL CALL 
Neither President Truman nor 
Pres Went Johnson gave any 
service for their celebrated 
gifts. This has not always been 
true of members of Congress. 
Unquestionably the 
most no­ 
torious gift-taker has been Sen. 
Tom 
Dodd, 
D-Conn., 
and a 
check-up on his gifts shows 
that he has sometimes rendered 
service. Incidentally, we do not 
believe the great majority of 
other Senators engaged In this 
practice. Here is part of the 
Dodd record: 
Sapphire ring — Edgar Par­ 
ser, New York diamond dealer, 
gave Mrs. Dodd a sapphire ring. 
Shortly thereafter, she lost the 
stone out of the ring. Dodd 
asked Parser for a new sap­ 
phire, which he got. 
Sen. Dodd tried to have Par­ 
ser appointed U.S. ambassador 
to Belgium, later U.S. ambas­ 
sador to Luxembourg. Parser 
was more successful in supply­ 
ing two sapphires than Dodd 
was lnsecurlngeltheroneof two 
ambassadorial appointments. 
Footwear -- Most of the Dodd 
family has l>een outfitted with 
footwear, from boots to tennis 
shoes, by the Goodyear Com­ 
pany at MWdletown, Conn. When 
the tariff was cut on the Im­ 
portation of foreign footwear, 
Sen. Dodd vigorously opposed 
the cut. 
Hair dryers — Mrs. Dodd re ­ 
ceived a gift of two hair dryers 
from General Electric for a 
charity auction. When the dry­ 
e rs arrived she liked them so 
much that she kept one for her­ 
self and gave one to a friend. 
Television set — This was 
given to the Senator by Florence 
Lowe, an executive of Metro­ 
media TV stations at the time 
Dodd was investigating violence 
on television. Dodd thereafter 
gave Mrs. Lowe’s son a job on 
his subcommittee staff, also 
ordered his aides to stop their 
Investigation of Metromedia. 
Wall-to-wall carpeting--T his 
rich blue carpeting In Dodd's 
country place at North Stoning­ 
ton, Conn., came from New Lon­ 
don furniture dealer SydSymon. 
Dodd has boasted to aides that 
the carpeting cost him nothing. 
He arranged a presidential par­ 
don at Symon’s request for the 
latter*s friend, Philip Levine, 
convicted of income tax eva­ 
sion. 
Symon, when queried by this 
column, Insisted that Dodd had 
paid the wholesale price for 
the carpeting. Abked how tile 
payment was made, Symon re ­ 
plied 
“ by personal check." 
When Symon was told there was 
no record In Dodd’s accounting 


of a check to Symon, he shouted, 
“ B’s none of your g— d— 
business!" and hung up the 
phone. 
Clocks — The Senator, a col­ 
lector of clocks, has a large 
number in his North Stonington 
home from the Ingraham Com­ 
pany, which sent him a catalogue 
and told him to take his pick.

22, and his buddies moved out 
for the attack against the Viet 
Cong. Through the steaming 
jungle they went In search of 
the elusive enemy on this fear- 
filled Friday, the last of five 
testing days in the life of a GI.

CHI, South Viet Nam 
(AP)—-The men groped in the 
darkness as the clicks and 
clanks of pistol belts, helmets 
and rifles mixed with hoarse 
whispers of "L et's go, 
let's 
go." 
Pie. Clark Richie of Jay, 
Okla., already was set. He had 
taken the last watch of the 
night atop the bunker and was 
wide awake now at 5:45 this 
Friday morning. 
Richie, 22, was the machine 
gunner for B Company. His 
team would be in the first wave 
of this morning's attack. 
They were going after the 
Viet Cong in a stronghold the 
enemy had held for decades. 
Then a swarm of dots ap­ 
peared far off in the sky—the 
helicopters were coming to take 
them to the attack point. 
The hellcop ers landed and 
their vibratin, 
shells 
filled 
quickly. One by one in rota­ 
tion they toi k off—calling low 
for a few hundred yards, thai 
soaring upr/ard. 
Below could be seen CU Chi, 
the tov n near the camp and 
some t.. miles northwest of Sai­ 
gon. Farther west were the 
jungles and rubber plantation 
whe e these men of 2nd Bat­ 
talion, 27th Infantry Regiment- 
the famed "Wolfhounds" of Ko­ 
rea-had first tangled with the 
Viet Cong in hacking out their 
2nd Brigade, 25th Division base 
camp. 
The fleet of choppers hummed 
for 15 minutes over villages and 
green fields, dense jungles and 
dry brown paddles. Then, sud­ 
denly, swiftly, they dropped. 
Soldiers leaped and tumbled 
out — they had been Instructed 
the helicopters would be on the 
ground just four seconds. 
Richie's team hit the paddy, 
sprawled flat and waited for the 
choppers to soar off. Hunched 
over, they charged in short, 
chopping steps to the edge of 
the clearing. 
Platoon by platoon the GIS

into the jungle. 
B ursts of firing erupted as the 
lead element met resistance.

njove up. Every man plunged 
dew-damp ground. 
It was 9 a.m . and Richie's 
unit was called up, through 
jungles so thick

not see the man two yards in 
front of him.

opened into a 
clearing where a thatched roof 
hut was blazing. For months 
the inhabitants of the area had 
been told to get out because this 
was Viet Cong territory and 
would come under attack. Any­ 
one found there would be pre-

Tile men had been ordered, 
however, not to fire at anyone 
or any place until they had re­ 
ceived fire. 
Richie's platoon stayed in re­ 
serve as the rest of the company 
advanced warily across a long, 
wide rice paddy to take positions 
in a dry, overgrown canal. 
Capt. Malcolm Howard, 26,of 
Deep Run, N X ., B Company 
commander, 
consulted maps 


and called his radiomen around 
him. 
They 
were 
facing the 
major objective of the day- Xom 
Moi, the Viet Cong stronghold 
that had twice in recent months 
thrust back American attempts 
to sweep through. 
Now they waited for the brig­ 
ade's arm ored units — the 1st 
Battalion of the 5th Mechanized 
Infantry and the 3rd Platoon of 
the 4th Cavalry —to smash into 
Xom Moi with tanks and arm ­ 
ored personnel carriers. 
The noon sun bore down as 
they waited.

There had been just one cas­ 
ualty in the battalion, and that 
a slight one from friendly gren­ 
ade fragments.

The 3rd Platoon, with Rich­ 
ie, spread out and crossed a 
flat paddy field. Stacks of straw 
blazed from fires set by a for­ 
ward element. 
The arm ored units had crashed 
through and any Viet Cong or 
their families who had not evac­ 
uated before did so then. Sold­ 
iers tossed grenades into holes 
and tunnels. No captives were 
taken, no casualties were suf­ 
fered, the enemy was nowhere 
to be found.

Company started 
back 
home through the heat and jun­ 
gle. 
A mile from home, the men 
flopped on the dusty ground 
with sighs and means of weari­ 
ness. 
Richie, his machine gun to

side, 
stretched 
on the 
ground, silent and soaked with 
sweat. His red hair was matted 
and his freckles were nearly 
hidden by grime and dust. 
The last several 
hundred 
yards were toughest. Men from 
another company, exhausted by 
heat stroke, lay alongside the 
route to camp. 
Richie and his weapons squad 
plodded back through the coils 
of barbed wire just outside the 
camp perim eter. 
At bunker 14 Richie threw off 
his gear. One man ripped off 
his clothes and fell {Anting onto 
an a ir m attress. 
Richie sat on a short-legged 
stool and drlzzleda canteen-full 
of water over his head. 
"W ell," he said with a slight 
grin, "we accomplished 
our 
m ission." 
"Sort of disappointing. But I

Main thing is 
to be glad nobody got hurt." 
Ahead

William Willet originated the movement in Eng­ 
land in 1907 
when he 
published a booklet 
entitled 
“ The Waste of Daylight.” Last year 
was the first time Sikeston has been on daylight 
savings time since World War II. 
Contrary to some legends, no one throws grape­ 
fruit to begin daylight savings time. It simply 
involves getting up an hour earlier, goingto work 
an hour earlier, completing work an hour earlier, 
and enjoying an extra hour of daylight at the end 
of each day. 
Large industries enjoy daylight savings time 
because it avoids 
the use of so much electri­ 
city. 
Countries in Asia, 
Africa, 
Australia, 
and 
Europe make use of daylight savings time, and 
they have for centuries as have countries in North 
America. 
When the method first began, events simply 
started one hour earlier — there were no alter­ 
ations of the clocks. 
This method, however, 
proved inefficient, 
and it 
wasn’t very wide­ 
spread. 
Many large communities do not have daylight 
savings 
time 
because 
of problems with 
meteorological 
instruments, 
and 
other 
synchronized devices. 
Sikeston

have no such devices, nor do they have any se r­ 
ious problems created by the time change.

L ast Mon­ 
day night, the Motion Picture 
Academy took cognizance of 
this trend and chose Czech-

Shop 
on 
Main 
S treet” as best foreign language 
film of the year over movies 
from Italy, G reece, Sweden and 
Japan. 
The O scar was claim ed by 
Jan Kadar and E lm ar Klos, two 
film veterans who codirected 
the movie. It was their eighth 
such collaboration. 
Codirection is virtually un­ 
known in A m erican film s. That 
isn't the only elem ent in the 
Czech film industry that is dis­ 
sim ilar. 
“ We have no sta r system ,” 
explained Klos, 55 and a Czech. 
“ Our 
most im portant acto rs 
might do supporting ro les in 
film s.” 
“ D irectors earn more than 
a c to rs,” Kadar, 46 and a Slo­ 
vak, added with a degree of 
pleasure. “ The acto rs a re paid 
according to what category they 
are; the quality of their work 
determ ines their category.” 
The film industry is com plete­ 
ly nationalized in Communist 
Czechoslovakia, 
of 
course. 
There a re three studios in the 
country producing 36 features a 
year, plus num erous shorts, 
cartoons and TV subjects. 
In the last few years the 
Czech movie goers have had 
much to shout about. I asked 
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the 
Klos-Kadar 
combination 
why their Industry has flowered. 
“ It Is because of a new cultur­ 
al atm osphere that began about 
four years 
ago,” 
explained 
Klos. “ Since that tim e 20 new, 
talented directo rs have 
grad­ 
uated from the academy and they 
a re doing exciting things.” 
“ The Shop on Main Street” 
is now a hit on the art-house 
circuit in this country and may 
achieve general release on the 
strength of its Academy Award.

Larry Kinsey, president of 
the cooperative occupation ed­ 
ucation program, presided, and 
Dickie Long, president of dis­ 
tributive education, gave the 
Invocation.

For loyalty, 
we find many young persons who 
bite the hand that feeds them; 
for honesty, give a good hour’s 
work for a good hour's pay; 
dependability, may be the dif­ 
ference of Ute firm 's profit 
and loss; and for promptness 
it would well be worthv'hlle for 
you to be five minutes early 
rather than late. 
“ You will not learn everything 
from books, which is the same 
In swimming, but you learn most 
by doing, and It is up to you 
employers to give them the ex­ 
perience

“ It has been said that a per­ 
son is worth an hourly wage 
from his shoulder on down, 
but that your best abilities will 
come from the efforts produced 
from the shoulders up.
